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Marteg will take Jewel Drive 
problems to appeals board 


Mike Integlia intends to take 
the problems of Jewel Drive to 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals 
So he told the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority (WRA) 
Tuesday night. Integlia is the 
president of Marteg, Inc. the 
company which has contracted to 
do the developing of the WRA 
project 

The Town Crier last week 
related some of the difficulties 
being experienced, in an effort to 
resolve the problems of that 
project. The Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board has jurisdiction over 
street construction, and (in this 
instance) the difficulties being 
experienced are because of a 
regulation that all pew street 
wiring in Wilmington sudivisions 
must be underground. 

The street as a consequence is 
not finished, Gravel has been laid, 
but the top layers of stone have 
not. Marteg is waiting for 
something to happen 

The firm that did the work so 
far, in the second section of Jewel 
Drive is named Quigley, or 
something very close to that 
name. It is owed a considerable 
sum of money for work that has 
been done. This firm's name 
came up in the conversation 
Tuesday evening as being one 
which’ is suing Marteg. 

Integlia, as he developed the 
conversation leading to a 
declaration that he will go to the 
board of appeals repeated the 
history of events. 

The history was reviewed since 
the time of a meeting in the town 
manager's office a year ago last 
June. A representative of every 
committee was there, as well as 
the town manager and town 
counsel. Everyone agreed that 
the project of the WRA should be 
pursued, by all concerned with 
the idea of getting things done. 
Integlia recalled his own 
statement about that need of 
getting the work done, even to the 
point where he was willing to lose

money on the job. He recalled 
saying that it was a statement of 
“three to five thousand.” 

‘An engineer was to be hired to 
see what work had to be done. 

Integlia then said he had 
prepared some plans, in July and 
forwarded them to the planning 
board. The plans in effect were 
what he was planning to do 
beyond the then scope of the WRA 
project for Jewel Drive. 

Integlia recalled that he did not 
hear any action on the plans until 
September, and that the plans for 
the completion of Jewel Drive 
were not ready until next June - a 
whole year after everyone wanted 
to get things going. 

Meanwhile he was proceeding 
with the construction of the Vydel 
building. (That building was 
located off the new section of 
Jewel Drive, ed.). He contracted 
to get the constryction started for 
the new section of Jéwel Drive, 
and he put up a $90,000 bond to the 
planning board on their advice 
from the town. engineer for that 
road, 

The bids for the construction of 
the road and reconstruction of the 
first section were opened in 
October, 15 months after that 
June meeting and found to be far 
out of line from the original guess 
of the price. Integlia remarked 
about a whole year at nine to 13 
percent inflation, as being partly 
responsible 

The road is about half done he 
said. If he can get it done he can 
sell one tract of land to Altron and 
another tract of land to another 
firm,, and the money will be 
coming in that will pay bills. He 
owes money to Quigley, (the 
contractor, ed.) that he wants to 


y. 

Carl Backman, chairman of the 
WRA spoke to say that it was his 
understanding that there ‘‘is 
supposed to be a rewriting of the 
specs" (for Jewel drive) so that 
“they can be rebid, or 
renegotiated with the lowest 
bidder.” He added some dry 
humor, saying to the effect that 
“anyone who thinks he can 
renegotiate a $180,000 bid to

Backman opened a letter that 
had been received from town 
counsel Alan Altman. The letter 
was a notice of having received 
an order from the Norfolk 
Superior Court dated March 11 

The order was with reference to 
the non-payment to Quigley, the 
contractor who had been working 
on section 2 of Jewel Drive. It 
enjoined""Marteg Realty from 
selling ‘or conveying ‘‘any 
property on Jewel’ Drive.”

“Now''said Backman “we are 
in the game."

Integlia told the authority that 
he had been talking with Quigley 
very recently. He hopes to convey 
a partial payment of the $80,000 
that is owed Quigley 

“He wants to work with me 
There shouldn't be any difficulty 
if we can get some action. The 
cash that is supposed to pay him 
is being held up by the planning 
board.” 

“J suspect payment of $40,000 or 
$45,000 would do it now. If we can 
get some action, so we can have 
some sales simultaneously 
Quigley is the only one who 
worked on that road, and there 
has been no work since last 
August. He is holding his heat.” 

Integlia said he couldn't do a 
thing until “someone has to tell 
the town what to do."’

work that lead to the birth of the 
firm. 

About 20 years ago Bill Myers 
went to work for Avco. He is 
legally blind, but he was an 
engineer and Avco wanted 
engineers. At the time, Aveo was 
engaged in the project of putting a 
man on the moon. 

Although legally blind, Bill 
Myers doesn't wear glasses, or 
carry a white cane. He has an 
afflication which does not allow 
him to focus his eyes on things 
that are more than a few inches 
away. Thus, he can see a little, 
but at the same time is legally 
blind. He cannot, for instance, 
drive a car. 

As an Avco engineer Bill Myers 
was thinking beyond the 


problems of lunar flight. He used 
some of those thoughts, in his 
spare time, to engineer a method 
for putting ‘caps’ on pickup 
trucks. The caps, or truck body 
covers, fit over ‘the back of the 
truck and converts it to a closed 
bed pickup. Some pickup truck 
owners have used these caps to 
converta small truck into a small 
camper. 

Bill also had some thoughts 
about solar energy and the 
methods of using power from the 
sun without involving the use of a 
lot of machinery. 

His first set of thoughts were 
used to start a company of his 
own. The second set of thoughts 
were used to start Multi- 
Structures for his son. His 
company, owned and operated by 
him, sold Jewel caps. His son's 
company sold thermal air panels 
and solar greenhouses. 

The Jewel cap business was 
good. Bill Myers built a structure 
on East St., Tewksbury com- 
prising about 21,000 square feet of 
space. He was selling Jewel caps 
and he was making money. Jewel 
had about a dozen employees and 
was a thriving concern. 


Then the town meeting in 
Wilmington decided to set up a 
redevelopment authority to 
convert some 40 acres of unused 
and untaxable land into an in- 
dustrial park. Since Bill lives in 
Wilmington, his thoughts turned 
to what he considered was 
another jewel of an opportunity. 
He was the successful bidder 
and became the developer for the 
parcel. The street he was to build 
was called Jewel Drive, He had 
an assistant on whom he relied, a 
man who had done a lot of this 
kind of work in Essex County 
To make a long story short, 
things did not go right. Myers 
sold land to three companies, and 
buildings were erected which are 
now paying pretty good taxes to 
the town of Wilmington. But Bill 
Myers:had his problems with the 
redevelopment authority and 
with other town committees, not 
to mention finances, Finally he 
gave up. He was nearly bankrupt. 
Now Bill Myers is working for 
his son. He is putting his 
engineering and other skills to 
another task and he is enjoying it.

High school P.A.C. 
tackles several issues

At the recent meeting of the 
Wilmington High School Parent 
Advisory Committee (P.A.C.) 
held on Thursday evening, March 
4, a progress report ws given by 
Principal Dr. George Eisenberg 
regarding the program Pride at 
Wilmington High School. Further 
high school space needs, a report 
and findings and recom- 
mendations was given by John 
Brooks, guest speaker. Mrs. Anne 
Linehan, parent member of the 
P.A.C. gave a progress report on 
parent volunteer program, 
student newspaper, nutrition, and 
condition of the building. 8 
results, student newspaper and 
scheduling 82-83 were also 
discussed, 

The Wilmington P.A.C. meets 
every first Thursday at the high 
school library at 7:30 p.m. All 
parents of high school students 
and parents of students who will 
be entering high school the 
following year are urged to at- 
tend. 

Dr. Eisenberg gave a 
promising report on the turn- 
around in the maintenance of the 
building. He reported to the 
parents and guests, which in- 
cluded Selectman Bob Cain and 
school committee members Les 
White and John Brooks, that he 
felt now that the maintenance 
crew was now nearly fully staffed 
and considerable effort was being 
made to clean up the school. 

Parents had expressed con- 
siderable concern with regard to 
the physical condition of the 
school at the February meeting. 

Mr. Cain asked Dr, Eisenberg if 
he felt the custodians were at 
fault for the condition of the high 
school and the unsanitary con- 
ditions. Dr. Eisenberg replied, “I 
don't think we can put all the 
blame on them, There is a 
combination of problems and we 
are working on all of them. He 
further stated that he felt that 
now that the new men are on the 
job and lines of communication 


have been opened up there has 
been and will be a considerable 
change. 


“That is not what I have been 
reading in the newspapers this 
week," Mr. Cain referred to 
recent articles in the Lowell Sun 
with regard to the custodians and 
comments from three parents. ‘I 
came here tonight to see how the 
board of selectmen can straighten 
this out.” 

Mrs, Linehan, a _ parent 
volunteer at the school said she 
felt things were looking up. Mrs. 
Linehan had visited with 
students, faculty, custodians and 
administration since the previous 
meeting and felt progress was 
being made. ‘Yes, the building 
was a real mess to put it lightly, 
but it seemed to be getting the 
round robin treatment with the 
passing of responsibility. To 
dump the entire problem on the 
custodians is not the answer. How 
can you expect these men not to 
be discouraged when for the past 
few months three men have been 
trying to do the work of seven. 
The high school is a big facility 
and the hygiene of some of the 
occupants has a lot to be desired, 
plus it is overcrowded and out- 
dated.” 

Parent involvement was a point 
of discussion and it was pointed 
out by Mrs. Annette Campbell 
that when the accredidation 
board visited the high school it 
said the parent involvement was 
not at an acceptable level. Mrs. 
Campbell went on to say o ae 
felt that the 4eachers 
demand more discipline pie the 
children and as a parent she 


reewe gave 2% hours” was 


Suggested as the theme for this 
parent involvement program 
With 1300 students in the school 
Mrs. Linehan felt that it should be 
possible to furnish at least 100 
hours a month in volunteer ser- 
vices to the high school. “One 
hundred hours a month would 
mean that only 50 parents would 
have to participate in the 
program,” she said. ‘‘If we can’t 
get that many out of 2600 parents 
regardless of the hours they are 
working and all the other excuses, 
then we are going to stay in 
trouble. 

Brooks told the parents of a 
school in Boston in a very poor 
area where the parent volunteers 
were really the backbone of the 
school. ‘These parents dedicated 
time and effort to see that their 
children had the\ best education 
possible."’ 

“*P.A.C's at the elementary and 
intermediate levels are a 
valuable part of the enthusiasm 
we see at these levels,"’ Mr. White 
commented. “I think this is a 
must in any pride program - 
parent involvement is necessary 
at Wilmington High School." 

Mitzi Wolff suggested that the 
Regional Education Center in 
North Reading be contacted to 
see how such a program could be 
set up. Dr. Eisenberg said he 
would attend to that. 

Candy bars, Twinkies and tonic 
came under discussion, a con- 
tinuation of the previous meeting. 
Mrs. Quinn, food service director 
said, “It's a matter of fighting 
fire with fire as long as the ice 
cream truck is allowed to be at 
the common during school hours 
we are going to have a problem 
and I am selling those products at 
a lower price.” 

Les White replied, ‘There is no 
justification in my eyes for selling 
anything to the students that is 
not nutritionally valuable for 
them. I have a simple theory 
about education, everything that 
is done in the school be it fund 
raisers, dances must be 
educational and I see a double set 
of standards in selling these 
products when proper nutrition 
education is being taught in the 
school it is being counter 
productive."’ 

Brooks said he had no com- 
plaints about the lunch program 
and felt that heroic efforts were 
being made by Mrs. Quinn and 
her staff to furnish the quality of 
lunches they do under the poor 
condition of the kitchen and 
cafeteria. 

“If we had proper cafeteria 
facilities the room you kids would 
be back in a 50 minute class 
rather than 40 minutes," Brooks 
said. ‘This to me is one of the 
problems currently at 
Wilmington High School, these 
kids are attending school for four 
years and only getting three 
years of education,” this situation 
must be addressed and corrected. 

Some of the parents were not 
aware of the class period time 
and expressed concern. 

“There is no doubt about it, we 
need some remodeling done at 
this school and we better get on 
with a proposal to do so," Mr. 
Brooks told the parents in his 
report on finding and recom- 
mendation on high school space 
needs. He went on to tell the 
parents of the poor condition of 
the lab areas, shops and physical 
education departments. 

One parent pointed out that 
there was not even a permanent

work that lead to the birth of the 
firm. 

About 20 years ago Bill Myers 
went to work for Avco. He is 
legally blind, but he was an 
engineer and Avco wanted 
engineers. At the time, Avco was 
engaged in the project of putting a 
man on the moon. 

Although legally blind, Bill 
Myers doesn't wear glasses, or 
carry a white cane. He has an 
afflication which does not allow 
him to focus his eyes on things 
that are more than a few inches 
away. Thus, he can see a little, 
but at the same time is legally 
blind. He cannot, for instance, 
drive a car. 

As an Avco engineer Bill Myers 
was thinking beyond the 


problems of lunar flight. He used 
some of those thoughts, in his 
spare time, to engineer a method 
for putting “caps” on pickup 
trucks, The caps, or truck body 
covers, fit over the back of the 
truck and converts it to a closed 
bed pickup. Some pickup truck 
owners have used these caps to 
convert a small truck into a small 
camper. 

Bill also had some thoughts 
about solar energy and the 
methods of using power from the 
sun without involving the use of a 
lot of machinery 

His first set of thoughts were 
used to start a company of his 
own, The second set of thoughts 
were used to start Multi- 
Structures for his son. His 
company, owned and operated by 
him, sold Jewel caps. His son's 
company sold thermal air panels 
and solar greenhouses. 

The Jewel cap business was 
good. Bill Myers built a structure 
on East. St., Tewksbury com- 
prising about 21,000 square feet of 
space. He was selling Jewel caps 
and he was making money. Jewel 
had about a dozen employees and 
was a thriving concern. 


Then the town meeting in 
Wilmington decided to set up a 
redevelopment authority to 
convert some 40 acres of unused 
and untaxable land into an in- 
dustrial park, Since Bill lives in 
Wilmington, his thoughts turned 
to what he considered was 
another jewel of an opportunity. 

He was the successful bidder 
and became the developer for the 
parcel. The street he was to build 
was called Jewel Drive. He had 
an assistant on whom he relied, a 
man who had done a lot of this 
kind of work in Essex County. 

To make a long story short, 
things did not go right. | Myers 
sold land to three companies, and 
buildings were erected which are 
now paying pretty good taxes to 
the town of Wilmington. But Bill 
Myers had his problems with the 
redevelopment authority and 
with other town committees, not 
to mention finances. Finally he 
gave up. He was nearly bankrupt. 

Now Bill Myers is working for 
his son, He is putting his 
engineering and other skills to 
another task and he is enjoying it.

High school P.A.C. 
tackles several issues

At the recent meeting of the 
Wilmington High School Parent 
Advisory Committee (P.A.C.) 
held on Thursday evening, March 
4, a progress report ws given by 
Principal Dr. George Eisenberg 
regarding the program Pride at 
Wilmington High School. Further 
high school space needs, a report 
and findings and recom- 
mendations was given by John 
Brooks, guest speaker, Mrs. Anne 
Linehan, parent member of the 
P.A.C. gave a progress report on 
parent volunteer program, 
student newspaper, nutrition, and 
condition of the building. S.A.T. 
results, student newspaper and 
scheduling 82-83 were also 
discussed. 

The Wilmington P.A.C, meets 
every first Thursday at the high 
school library at 7:30 p.m. All 
parents of high school students 
and parents of students who will 
be entering high school the 
following year are urged to at- 
tend, 

Dr. Eisenberg gave a 
promising report on the turn- 
around in the maintenance of the 
building." He reported to the 
parents and guests, which in- 
cluded Selectman Bob Cain and 
school committee members Les 
White and John Brooks, that he 
felt now that the maintenance 
crew was now nearly fully staffed 
and considerable effort was being 
made to clean up the school. 

Parents had expressed con- 
siderable concern with regard to 
the physical condition of the 
school at the February meeting. 

Mr. Cain asked Dr. Eisenberg if 
he felt the custodians were at 
fault for the condition of the high 
school and the unsanitary con- 


ditions. Dr. Eisenberg replied, “I 


don’t think we can put all the 
blame on them. There is a 
combination of problems and we 
are working on all of them. He 
further stated that he felt that 
now that the new men are on the 
job and lines of communication 


have been opened up there has 
been and will be a considerable 
change. 


“That is not what I have been 
reading in the newspapers this 
week,” Mr. Cain referred to 
recent articles in the Lowell Sun 
with regard to the custodians and 
comments from three parents. “I 
came here tonight to see how the 
board of selectmen can straighten 
this out.” 

Mrs. Linehan, a_ parent 
volunteer “at the school said she 
felt things were looking up. Mrs. 
Linehan had visited with 
students, faculty, custodians and 
administration since the previous 
meeting and felt progress was 
being made. “Yes, the building 
was a real mess to put it lightly, 
but it seemed to be getting the 
round robin treatment with the 
passing of responsibility. To 
dump the entire lem on the 
custodians is not the answer. How 
can you expect these men not to 
be discouraged when for the past 
few months three men have been 
trying to do the work of seven. 
The high school is a big facility 
and the hygiene of some of the 
occupants has a lot to be desired, 
plus it is overcrowded and out- 
dated.” 


Parent involvement was a point 
of discussion and it was pointed 
out by Mrs. Annette Campbell 
that when the accredidation 
board visited the high school it 
said the parent involvement was 
not at an acceptable level. Mrs. 

went on to say Ler she 


suggested as the theme for this 
parent involvement program. 
With 1300 students in the school 
Mrs. Linehan felt that it should be 
possible to furnish at least 100 
hours a month in volunteer ser- 
vices to the high school. “One 
hundred hours a month would 
mean that only 50 parents would 
have to participate in the 
program," she said. “If we can't 
get that many out of 2600 parents 
regardless of the hours they are 
working and all the other excuses, 
then we are going to stay in 
trouble. 

Brooks told the parents of a 
school in Boston in a very poor 
area where the parent volunteers 
were really the backbone of the 
school. ‘These parents dedicated 
time and effort to. see that their 
children had the best education 
possible.”’ 

“P.A.C’s at the elementary and 
intermediate levels are a 
valuable part of the enthusiasm 
we see at these levels," Mr. White 
commented. “I think this is a 
must in any pride program - 
parent involvement is necessary 
at Wilmington High School." 

Mitzi Wolff suggested that the 
Regional Education Center in 
North Reading be contacted to 
see how such a program could be 
set up. Dr. Eisenberg said he 
would attend to that. 

Candy bars, Twinkies and tonic 
came under discussion, a con- 
tinuation of the previous meeting. 
Mrs. Quinn, food service director 
said, “It's a matter of fighting 
fire with fire as long as the ice 
cream truck is allowed to be at 
the common during school hours 
we are going to have a problem 
and I am selling those products at 
a lower price.” 

Les White replied, ‘There is no 
justification in my eyes for selling 
anything to the students that is 
not nutritionally valuable for 
them. I have a simple theory 
about education, everything that 
is done in the school be it fund 
raisers, - dances must be 
educational and I see a double set 
of standards in selling these 
products when proper nutrition 
education is being taught in the 
school it is being counter 
productive."” 

Brooks said he had no com- 
plaints about the lunch program 
and felt that heroic efforts were 


-being made by Mrs. Quinn and 


her staff to furnish the quality of 
lunches they do under the poor 
condition of the kitchen and 


cafeteria. 
“If we had proper cafeteria 


facilities the room you kids would ~ 


be back in a 50 minute class 
rather than 40 minutes,” Brooks 
said. “This to me is one of the 


problems currently at 
Wilmington High School, these 
kids are attending school for four 


years and only getting three 
years of education,” this situation 
must be addressed and corrected.

Fingers crossed as 
sewer nears Rte. 93 


The Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners keep their 
fingers crossed when they think 
about the job of putting & sewer 
under Route 93 in North 
Wilmington. Contract 6, the last 
contract, which will connect the 
sewer with Ballardvale Street, is 
now nearing Route 93. 

It is planned to go under 93 in 
the same manner as the sewer 
went under Route 38, down by the 
old town farm, now called the 
Town Memorial Park. The 
commissioners ran into dif- 
ficulties there, part of it being 
“red tape” and part of it being the 
work itself. 

Will the commissioners have 
the same kind of difficulties when 
it comes to crossing under In- 
terstate 93? There is no telling at 
this point, but the commissioners 
have their fingers crossed. 

If there are no problems, red 
tape or otherwise, Contract 6 
should be finished this summer. 

A second problem the com- 
missioners face is that of Con- 
tract 2 remediation. Contract 2 is 
the section that started at 
Floradale Avenue and went under 
Burlington Avenue, Shawsheen 
Avenue and Bridge Lane. It was a 
$1.1 million job, and the con- 
tractor, Pacella Bros., had 


lems. The firm is suing the 
Koon for i.1 mlllioy arate ioe 
is suing the firm for a similar 
amount of money. 

The arguments are about how 
the job was done, and who is at 
fault. The water commissioners 
took underground movies of the 
job, as it was when completed. 
The pictures are said to show that 
in many places the sewer pipes 
did not join, one to the other, 

A contract was let, to another 
firm for $545,000 to ‘‘remedy"’ the 
errors. Much of the work is being 
done by employees who enter the 
sewer and “adjust” the joints 
between the pipes. However, 
there are sections that will call 
for digging and relaying of the 
sewer pipes, according to the 
contract that was let, 

The commissioners and the 
contractor for the original Con- 
tract 2 are now arguing the facts 
before the American Arbitration 
Association, Town Counsel Alan 
Altman attends meetings there 
about once a month. Progress, it 
seems, is slow, but perhaps there 
will be a decision before the work 
of completing the sewer is done. 

Again, as in Contract 6, the 
water and sewer commissioners 
are hoping that the job will be 
completed by September 1 


Administrator plan goes on warrant 


Despite an earlier vote to print 
only the question of whether 
Tewksbury voters will adopt a 
town administrator plan during 
the annual town menting, voters 
will be able to read the plan in it’s 
entirety on the warrant. (And 
voters will also be able to read a 
review of the entire plan here in 
the Town Crier starting next 
week.) The reversal of positions 
came after a somewhat heated 
debate between Selectman Dick 
Trueba, who is the board's 
strongest advocate of the plan, 
and Chairman Bill Hallisey 

Oddly, it was Hallisey’s support 
of Trueba's motion to reconsider 
the previous action that was the 
deciding factor. Selectmen 
Trueba, Tom Budrewicz and 
Hallisey supported the motion 
that required a two-thirds vote 
while Charles Coldwell was the 
lone dissenter; Dick Morris, who 
was recovering from slight pains 
suffered in an auto accident the 
day before the March 9 meeting, 
was not present to cast a vote, but 
had he been able to attend, the 
story may have turned out a little 
different. 

Trueba was a little dismayed 
that his fellow board members 
voted on February 23 not to print 
the proposed plan in its entirety 
on the warrant. He was ill and 
unable to attend that February 23 
meeting when the board ad- 
dressed the insertion of all 


warrant articles. 

After finding out about the vote, 
he asked for a telephone poll to 
reconsider the move, but both 
Dick Morris and Charles Coldwell 
voted against that attempt while 
Chairman Bill Hallisey said he 
would support it, only if a public 
information campaign on the plan 
were drawn up. For that, Trueba 
publicy gave thanks to Hallisey 

Trueba told the Town Crier 
before the March 9 meeting, that 
he would attempt to withdraw the 
article if another reconsideration 
failed. 

This will make the second time 
the plan goes before town meeting 
voters, but the first time that they 
will be able to read the plan on the 
warrant. The proposal was 
soundly defeated in 1981 and 
earlier this year Trueba had 
asked that the plan be put on the 
warrant again, as voters did not 
have ample time to study it last 
year. 

The main consideration for 
keeping the plan off the warrant 
was an estimated $370 cost to 
publish the seven page document. 

However, Trueba felt that the 
education of the voter who reads 
the plan would “‘justify the cost."" 

Trueba also felt that his fellow 
board members, out of courtesy, 
should have “given me the op- 
portunity to insert the article on 
the town administrator in its 
entirety.”” 


Old cranberry bog 


wanted for 


The Wilmington Water .. Sewer 
Commissioners are seeking to 
buy the old cranberry bog on 
Shawsheen Avenue. They seek it 
for the purpose of providing more 
water for the town’s water 
system. There will be an article in 
the annual town meeting asking 
to purchase the cranberry bog 
which is owned by the Lowell 
Cranberry Company. 

Mr. Pappageorge is the prin- 
cipal owner of the Lowell Cran- 

rry Company. He lives in 

areham. Pappageorge was at 
the March 4 meeting of the water 
commissioners. 

Pappageorge is willing to sell 
not only the cranberry bog but the 
reservoir that is upstream and on 
the opposite side of Shiwsheen 


watershed 


Avenue. The reservoir is of no use 
if a person cannot operate a 
cranberry bog, he told the 
commissioners. Not only that, but 
since Wilmington built a sidewalk 
along Shawsheen Avenue several 
years ago, he has had problems 
and it is no longer profitable to 
pick cranberries. He offered to 
sell the entire holdings 

The water commissioners had 
not prepared plans for the pur- 
chase of all the land. They have 
plans only for the cranberry bog 
It will be practically impossible to 
do more in the town meeting 
because of this. However, the 
commissioners think it would be 
best for the town to also own the 
area upstream from the cran- 
berry bog. 
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“I'm absolutely amazed that I 
did not have the trust from the 
individuals I sit with,” Trueba 
said. 

“It all started at town 
meeting,’ Trueba pointed out and 
added that the voters should be 
given the opportunity to debate 
the plan on the town floor, 

However, Hallisey said the plan 
should be taken to the voters at a 
series of public hearings first 
“I'd much rather see a lot of 
homework done on it," he said. 
He added that the sewer project 
and water treatment plant 
proposals were explained to the 
voters at public hearings before 
being acted upon. 

He said-he would support the 
efforts if the plan were to receive 
a push and be debated at public 
hearings. ‘‘Town meeting is 
really not the place to debate it,” 
he said. 

Otherwise, Hallisey said, the 
$370 to print the document “would 
not be money well spent.” 

But Trueba argued that if he 
had known the board was not 
going to print the plan, “I 
would've gotten ten signatures 
and then there would-be no 
question about the $370 the board 
is talking about.” 

Trueba feels that a heating in 
front of the finance committee 
during their public hearing on the 
warrant articles will be enough 
He cited that usually only people 
who are directly affected by a 
plan such as this will show up for 
public hearings and additional 
public hearings will be “really a 
total waste of time.” 

However, Hallisey once again 
agrued that the message from 
voters at the 1981 town meeting 
was they wanted to have more 
imput on the plan. He questioned 
why Trueba hadn't the 
plan since last year and charged 
“you haven't done five cents 
worth of work to promote this 
charter change." 

Coldwell also questioned why 
promotion of the plan has not 


been taken. Coldwell said ‘he 
remembered Trueba telling him 
at the 1981 town meeting that he 
“had problems” with the plan and 
would work to iron them out. 

However, Trueba claims not to 
remember exactly what Coldwell 
quoted as happening. 

Coldwell questioned why 
‘Trueba apparently hasn't worked 
on what he termed is “a big 
change for the town" and charged 
“you want the glory, but you don’t 
want the work." 

Trueba responded that he has 
worked for different projects for 
the betterment of the town, in- 
cluding the administrator plan, 
but has been consistently beaten 
by the majority of the board. 

Coldwell questioned why 
Trueba had given up on a plan to 
better the town's water billing 
system. ~Trueba admitted that 
he gave up after plans were 
defeated twice at town meetirig. 

“I don’t know how long it takes 
to have your head bashed in 
before you realize its time to give 
up and let somebody else roll the 
ball," Trueba said. 

Trueba pointed to the sewer 
project and the water treatment 
plant and said, “It was Dick 
Trueba who made the motion ‘to 
get the ball rolling. I haven't been 
sitting on my hands.” ~ 

But Coldwell interpreted thé 
statements to mean that Trueba 
feels the administrator plan may 
be defeated again. 

“I'm not going to support 
anything that you feel will get 
defeated. Maybe your idea to 
withdraw it was a good one.” 

However, Hallisey said he gave 
Trueba his support because, 
“maybe you could have gone out 
and gotten ten signatures.’’ 

After the meeting, Trueba 
admitted to the Town Crier that 
he was a bit surprised that the 
board voted to print the plan in its 
entirety and‘added that he will do 
everything in his power to sell the 
plan he feels is needed in 
Tewksbury, 
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Dudley Buck remembered — fhe

It was a happy accident for 
Wilmington and it too soon 
disappeared, 

A young man, about 1952, an- 
swered an advertisement in a 
Boston newspaper and bought a 
house at § Birchwood Rd., 
Wilmington. By that token he 
became a resident of Wilmington. 

Dudley Buck was a native of 
San Francisco, California, and 
was raised on a stump ranch in 
the Puget Sound area of 
Washington. He came to 
Wilmington as a student at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

A stump ranch was the local 
description of land that had been 
subject to logging, in the Pacific 
Northwest, During the days of the 
deep depression the members of a 
young family could buy such land, 
and for a few dollars an acre. 
With hard work many stump 
ranches were converted into 
homesites with gardens. 

Dudiey Buck helped to clear the 
land inthe stump ranch his father 
had bought. He served in the US 
Navy after World War II, and 
then went on to MIT, where he 
earned a doctorate. His subject 
was cryogenics, the study of 
absolute cold, where there is 
absolately no heat. Another term 
is absolute zero. 

In his studies he produced an 
instrument that was something 
like 4 cat whisker, but not as 
large. It had to operate at a 
température of not more than 
three degrees above absolute 
zero, and at that temperature it 
was a world beater, 
mathematically speaking. 

Around 1956, Life magazine,

cat whisker like device he had 
invented. 

On the opposite page Life told 
the story. 

Dudley Buck's invention was a 
Cryotron. He invented it in 1954 
while he was a graduate student 
at MIT, 

‘The Cryotron consisted of two 
‘small wires, one wound in a coil 
around the other an dimmersed in 
a bath of liquid helium. They were 
so small that 100 could be packed 
into a thimble. 

The Cryotron was designed to 
make use of the phenomenon of 
super-conductivity. At very low 
temperatures (minus 450 
Fahrenheit) many metals and 
alloys lose their electrical 
resistance. An electrical current, 
once started will continue flowing 
indefinitely even after the voltage 
has been removed. 

A Professor Collins started an 
electrical current flowing in a 
lead ring at MIT in March 1954. 
The curren! tinued, unabated, 
until he ontinued the ex- 
periment in Sept. 1956, even 
though he had removed the 
Generating source soon after the 
experiment began. 

It was an opening to a new life, 
a new kind of mathematics. 
Dudley Buck was one of the first 
to get into this, His technical 
contributions were many. The 
Cryotron was hailed as a sub- 
stitute for the computers of that 


day, 

Dudley Buck was the first to 
show that the phenomonen could 
be used in a practical way, as an 
element of a computer with his 
little cat-whisker device. 

M.1.T. at that time had the 
biggest and best computer in the 
world. It occupied several large 
rooms and among its components 
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were about 50,000 radio tubes. 


transistors. 
state of development at the time 
that Dudley Buck invented the 


Cryotron. 

He became an Assistant 
Professor of og 
Engineering at MIT. In 1957 
was awarded the Browder J. 
Thompsen Memorial prize of the 
Institute of Radio Engineers, for 
his work on the Cryotron. In 1958 
he received an Honorable Men- 
tion as the Outstanding Young 
Electrical Engineer of 1958 from 
Eta Kappa Nu, the national 
electrical engineering society. 

Suddenly there was a demand 


He was elected in 1956. He had 
been active in the Boy Scouts and 
in the Methodist Church. He had 


another task, to which he 
wholeheartedly put his shoulder. 

In 1959 he became the chairman 
of the school committee. Then one 
day in the spring he developed a 
cold. He felt he was too busy to 
take a few days off. Then, about 
May 19 he went home, with a case 
of galloping pneumonia. 

Dudley Buck died on May 21, 
1959, 31 years old. 

Facing the entrance to 
Wilmington High School is a 
monument to this young man. It is 
the only such monument to him, 
in Wilmington, and perhaps 
elsewhere. 

But there is another, in a sense. 
It is a photo, taken by a visitor to 
the Methodist Church, in 1954. 
That visitor was photographing 
church activities. He took a 
picture of Dudley Buck, with a 
Sunday school class. 

That visitor, who lived in 
Milton, was named Richard 
Evans. Today he is the pastor of 
the Wilmington Methodist 
Church.

His next two albums were not as 
successful as “Okie” and “Fightin 
Side". but his tributes to Jimmie 
Rodgers and Bob Wills showed the 
source for a lot of his style and 
manner.

because he has so much more to 
offer to his listeners. But at the 
same time, those two songs got hign 
quickly to a spot where more people 
would listen to him.

moody. chain-smoking, as real as

He did that when hé was young

When he meanders onstage. like 
his recent appearance at the 
Paradise Club in Boston, he is cool 
and quiet- no sequins, no down-on- 
the-farm comments.

Merle's family originally hailed 
from Checotah in eastern 
Oklahoma, but went to California in 
the great “Okie” migration in the 
depression years of the 1930's. Merle 
was born in the spring of 1937 and 
grew up closer to his father than his 
mother. His father taught him how 
to fish and hunt, while his mother 
felt duty-bound to see that her baby 
grew up a devout Christian. Mr 

* Haggard died when Merle was nine. 
and the trouble began. 
When Merle was fourteen, he 
started skipping school, to go fishing 
and sample grown-up vices with 
some of his friends. 1 was felt that a 
juvenile home would scare him back 
to his senses, But Merle simply 
walked out of the place the next day 
giving him a police record and 
forcing him to keep on the move the 
next nine years, 
The police record on Merle Ronald 
Haggard grew quickly; stolen car in 
Kingman, armed robbery in 
Bakersfield, bogus checks in 
Phoenix. When he wasn't in jail, he 
exploring the Southwest 
driving a truck, pitching hay 
hopping freights, picking grapes 
working oil fields, lying about his

got drunk waitin’ fo it to close. 
thought it was three in the morning 
when it was eleven at night’). He 
was charged with second-degree 
burglary and escape and sent to San 
Quentin for six-months to fifteen 
years. He was paroled after two 
years and nine months at Quentin 
and drifted back home to Bakersfield 
in November of 1960. twenty-three 
years old and much wiser 

When Haggard returned to 
Bakersfield from prison. the town 
was beginning to grow as a minor 
center of country music. A musician 
could make a decent living playing 
on local radio shows, at weekend 
dances and in the rowdy taverns 
catering to ranch hands and oil 
workers 

Merle played the clubs in 
Bakersfield and then in 1962 went off 
to Las Vegas to play in a band. When 
he returned he began to record. The 
first release sold 200 copies, but the 
second slipped into the charts, and 
when Haggard recorded “All of My 
Friends are Gonna be Strangers 
the doors to big-time country music 
opened wide for him 


By 1968 he had become one of top 
stars in country music, with a 
fanatical following in America’s 
factories and bars and prisons 
owing to songs like "I Take a Lot of 
Pride in What I Am", “Mama 
Tried" and “Hungry Eyes 

And then he was catapulted into 
the spotlight. with “Okie” and 
Fightin’ Side’ 

Unlike most of the others in the 
tinsel world of Country Music 
Haggard does not have grand 
pretensions about his greatness. He 
is his own man, unlikely to wind up 
on network television, or do oil 
company commercials or show up 
doing pop music and anything else 
he does not want to do

After the 
band, Hall continued with WMOR 
dee-jaying for a period of five years 
{ter enlistment in the army of 
Hall was posted to Germany 
where he worked on the APN radio 
network, taking the opportunity to 
try out a number of his own com 
positions- with some success 
Discharged in 1961, he returned to 
WMOR, working with the 
Technicians, another local band that 
enjoyed a brief existence. During 
this time Hall penned “DJ for a 
Day", a major hit for Jimmy 
Newman in 1963. Next Dave Dudley 
scored with “Mad” in 1964, another 
Hall composition and Hall moved to 
Nashville to begin supplying songs 
to such acts as Roy Drusky 
Stonewall Jackson and Flatt and 
Scruggs, eventually having his own 
hit song with “I Washed My Face in 
the Morning Dew" in 196 

A year later, Jeannie C. Riley 
recorded “Harper Valley PTA” - a 
brilliant and highly commercial 
song about a fast-living woman and 
a band of small town hyprocrites 
and Hall became the writer of a 
million seller 

In recent years he’s become 
something of a superstar - when he 
played Carnegie Hall in New York in 
1973, the audience and the press 
went into raptures - while record 
buyers snapped up such Hall 
releases as “A Week in A County 
Jail” (1969); “The Year Clayton 
Delaney Died" (1971); “Old Dogs 
Children and Watermelon Wine 
and “‘Ravishing Ruby" (both 19 
“I Love", “That Song is Driving Me 
Crazy” and “Country Is" (all 1974 
and “Fast Horses" (1976) all chart 
toppers from Nashville’s prime 
yarnspinner 

Most of his characters 
working people. They are neither 
amazingly strong nor amazingly 
weak, just amazingly real and 
familiar. They are people with 
names like Fred and Jan and 
Barbara Walker and Milton Howard 
and the Stigall boy. They work down 
at the Shell station and raise hogs 
and drive school buses and pour 
coffee at the Ed and Lois Cafe in 
towns like Cartersville, Georgia and 
Hynde, Kentucky- towns linked not 
by superhighways but by two-lane 
blacktops. 

But you never really doubt that 
the people Hall sings about or Tom

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Waylon Jennings 

Country musicians have been 
trying to copy Hank Williams for 
years. The raw-edged sadness in his 
voice and gut-level wrenching of his 
music has inspired many to follow in 
his footsteps. 

But to be success in country 
music you cannot make it just 
copying someone's else style 
Eventually your audience will 
discover where your style came 
from and you will be thrown out on 
your ear- unless you can come up 
with something new 

There are a few people in Nash: 
ville who understand the need to 
create something new out of country 
material that has been well covered 
before 

One of those few is Waylon 
nings 

Jennings cut his musical teeth as 
the bass player for Buddy Holly's 
group The Crickets in the late 1950's 
And his rock ‘n’ roll background 
appears from time to time in his 
music, but not in his voice, which 
retains the country soul of a west 
Texas upbringing 

Jennings has become one of the 
most prominent of an ill-defined 
class of innovative musicians 
around Nashville - a rough-hewn 
sometimes inarticulate bunch who 
are serious about their music and 
bristle at the still widely-held 
assumption that if you don’t sound a 
lot like Hank Williams, you are 
somehow doing violence to the 
tradition of country music. 

In his works and his actions 
Jennings has refuted that notion. He 
has boycotted the Grand ‘Ole Opry 
because they would not let him use a 
full set of drums, recorded songs by 
Bob Dylan and other non-country 
writers and made pioneer ap 
pearances at such big-city night 
spots as the Troubadour in Los 
Angeles and Max's Kansas City in 
New York

And vet, for all of that, he is as 


much preoccupied with the roots of 
country music as any other per 
former. 

The problem. in Jennings’ view, is 
that the powers that be in Nashville 
have a history of timidity about 
change or expansion beyond a 
polishing of yesterday's rough 
edges. Frustration over such closed 
mindedness became an obsession 
with Jennings. and eventually he 
banded together with a fellow 
nonconformist named Tompall 
Glaser to do battle with record 
company executives for the cause of 
greater independence 

To everyone's amazement, their 
efforts paid off. Record sales took 
off, his concerts were packed, and 
he was named country music's top 
male vocalist in 1975. 

It remains to be seen how well 
Waylon, Glaser and all their buddies 
will cope with success. Waylon. in 
particular, has seemed a trifle 
bewildered by the uncritical ad 
miration that has come his way, and 
the hard and fast living it has thrust 
upon him 


All three, Merle Haggard, Tom T 
Hall and Waylon Jennings are 
pleased to see their work well 
received by the public. But they 
seek success in the country music 
world on their own terms 

They do not hide behind a Jot of 
fake cowboy nonsense and cornpone 
philosophies 

‘They deliver their music ~ and in 
the style of true country musie -- you 
can take it or leave it. And that’s all 
the choice you get 

It is difficult keeping country 
music “country” in a suburban 
nation homogenized by television 
and the availability of the same 

sounds throughout the U.S. 

These three country. musicians 

are maintaining their distance

Don't ignore wedding realities 


During the winter months, many 
couples plan the details of their June 
weddings and arrange for caterers, 
musicians and photographers, but a 
leading Boston-area 
psychotherapist cautions that most 
couples tend to ignore important 
psychological factors. 

“Despite public awareness of the 


difficulty of achieving a good 
marriage, and despite escalating 
divorce statistics, the average 


couple still tends to focus on rélat 
hely trivial issues instead of facing 
up to such critical issues as fidelity, 
hildren, illness, drinking habi 
changes in the family, money 
matters, and defined areas of 
responsibility," says Eileen M. 
Salame, MSW, senior therapist and 
director of group therapy for Boston: 
based Family Counseling and 
Guidance Centers 

“Even with the passage of time, 
says Salame, who has counseled 
couples for more than twenty years, 
“couples still “emphasize romance 
and fun and hate to face up to the 
‘practical’ considerations that make 
marriages work. Engaged people 
who spend most of their time disco 
dancing seldom sit down to share 
their deep-seated fears and feelings 
or discuss what kind of parents they 
plan to bé and how they intend to 
resolve any differences of opinion."” 

Salame says she tells young 
couples to observe carefully how 
their intendéd spouse ‘does business 
with friends and relatives. Since 
compromise in marriage is not 
always possible, she says “‘the art of 
negotiation’ can become very 
important, and she cautions that too 
much giving-in can boomerang. 

“Marital difficulties are similar to 
traffic problems,’ she says. “At a 
busy intersection with no traffic 
signal, people who exercise patience 
and take turns find it easier to get to 
their destinations. The same is true 
of marriage partners with different 
interests."’

As for love. she feels that people 
who think love happens out of the 
blue are apt to confuse love with 
sexual infatuation and not think 
about the work that goes with any 
deep relationship.

@groach to love,” she says, “is to 
think of it as a way of life in which 
the wellbeing of another persun 1s av 


least as important to you as your 
‘own wellbeing. With that as a base, 
the ‘work’ enters as a basic reality. 


Key factors in the challenge of 
coexisting in harmony, she explains, 
“are the willingness to see another 
person as he really is: being aware 
of the differences in personalities 
and the flaws that will probably 
always be there, and being able to 
work towards improvement and 
change while knowing that it will 
never be complete. That’s what 
compatibility means.’ 


In the subject of change, Salame 
says, “many people think they can 
change a partner after marriage. 
but most people change very little 
Mark Twain summed it up when he 
said you couldn't throw habit out the 
upstairs window, you had to coax it 
down the stairs one step at a time."” 

She would like to see better 
training on marriage at the high 
school level to help young people 
face up to the “practical” realities 
that can make marriages work. “If 
individuals looking for partners took 
the same approach employers do 
when hiring new people....ob- 
servation, testing, references, 
training..... many ill-fated marriages 
could be avoided.

Urea formaldehyde insulaton 
banned 
The US. Consumer Product 


Safety Commission has banned the 
sale of urea formaldehyde foam 
insulation for use in residences and 
schools. The Commission noted in 
its release to newspapers that the 
product ban was based upon 
unreasonable risks to consumers 
from the irritation, sensitization and 
possible carcinogenic effects of 
formaldehyde emitted from the 
foam insulation. 


The Commission reported that 
although all current urea for: 
maldehyde foam insulation in- 
stallations do not pose the same 
degree of risk, it has received more 
than 2200 complaints involving more 
than 5700 persons who complained of 
symptoms such as eye irritation. 
respiratory problems, headaches. 
nausea and dizziness after in 
stallation 

The Commission advises con. 
sumers that if they have ex 
perienced no adverse health effects 
from this product, they should take 
no corrective action. If serious or 
persistent health effects have 
resulted from the installation of this 
insulation. consumers should 
consult a physician, nearest medical 
clinic or contact the municipal 
county or state board of health. Air 
quality measurements can be made 
by many state and local health 
departments as well as private 
testing companies.
